Principal Points in Taft’s 
Morning Address at the Odeon 


RINCIPAL points made by former President Taft, in hig address 
on the League of Nations at the Odeon this morning, follow: 


HE people should give the 
"T Presiaent to know that he 
will have their backing, in 
incorporating a covenant and 
league of nations in the treaty. 


A vital point, which must be re- 


tained, is the settlement of our 
differences with other nations 
by arbitration or by mediation 
and concillation, and a report 
before we begin war. 


When a nation breaks the 
covenant and begins to fight we 
must unite with other nations to 
boycott that nation, by act of 
Congress imposing an embargo. 
If the boycott does not stop the 
war, military force is to be used, 
but our participation in this is 
voluntary and rests with Con- 
gress. It is likely that the na- 
tions near the scene of the 
trouble would supply the need- 
ed forces, European nations in 
case of a European trouble and 
American countries In case of a 
trouble in this hemisphere, and 
that the others would merely 
join in the boycott. 


Reduction of armament is to 
be a matter of negotiation be- 
tween us and the executive coun- 
cil of the league. 


The league of nations is need- 
ed to maintain stability among 
the new nations, created to hem 
Germany in and t> keep her 
from conspiring with her old al- 
li¢és against the peace of the 


world. 
W siates: the league of na- 
tions cannot be stroug 
enough to prevent another war. 
which will be more horrible than 
this war has been, and which 
will be likely to inflict far great- 
er loss on the United States than 
this war has done. 
Three “reactionary Senators’, 
Reed, Borah and Poindexter, 
contend that the Constitution of 


— ee 


ITHOUT the United 


the United States is intended to 
limit the usefulness of this coun- 
try, and keep it from doing its 
part in saving the world and itt- 
self from destruction. 


Supreme Court decisions have 
established that the Constitu- 
tion gives this country as large a 
treaty-making power as other 
nations have. This includes ar- 
bitration, particular or general. 
The covenant of the league of 
nations provides that the exist- 
ing independence and territorial 
integrity of all nations shall be 
preserved, thus meeting the ob- 
jection that the tribunal might 
take away the independence of 
the territory of the United 


States. 
As within the Constitution, 

and this power has been ex- 
ercised in America’s relations 
with Canada. 


GREED limit on armament 


The “hopeless pessimism” 
of those who consider war the 
necessary settlement of interna- 
tional difficulties is “the junker 
attitude.”’ 


The power to place an embar- 
go On commerce, and on finan- 
cial and diplomatic relations has 
always belong:d to Congress. 


The covenant does not impair 
our sovereignty or create a su- 
per-sovereignty. It is only a 
loose obligation on a policy of 
arbitration. Hence objections 
to “entangling alliances’ merit 
little discussion. 


Our obligations are: First, to 
submit differences to arbitration 
or mediation; second, not to 
make war until three months 
after an award or report of set- 
tlement, and not then if the los- 
ing nation complies; third, to 
lay an embargo or boycott 
against a covenant-breaking na- 
tion; and fourth, to keep within 
an armament to which Congress 
agrees.

The refusal of 
the United States wil] leave a mere 
offensive*and defensive alliance of 
the countries of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, and we 
shall soon return to the old system 
of hostile alliances and competitive 
armaments, followed inevitably in a 
decade or fwo decades by another 
We shall go through the same 
sad course of events which the his- 
tory of this war records, in which 
we shall attempt-to be a neutral and 
then be inevitably drawn in by our 
close relations to European  coun- 
tries. Then the energy and enter- 
prise and heroism of our people will 
again be stirred, the best of our 
youth will be sent abroed to fight the 
battles not only of the world but of 
ourselves. 

“The next war will be as much 
more horrible in its destructiveness 
of armies and peoples and civiliza- 
tion as this one was more horrible 
than any previous war. The great- 
er ingenuity in means to kill, not 
armies alone, but men, women and 
children of cities in mass, the im- 
provement in air attack and _ the 
Submarine  destructicn, the fatal 
poisoning of gases 10 times as deadly 
as any yet used, will lay waste whole 
countries and destroy whole com- 
munities as never before, and ours 
will be ro exception.

“The hopes of mankind have been 
fixed on the peaceful settlement of 
differences between nations, on the 
reduction of competitive armament 
tempting to war, and of the union 
of the, Christian nations of the world 
to restrain war. 

“Now we are told by these three 
reactionary Senators that the Con- 
stitution of the United States, the 
grandest instrument of government 
the world ever saw, is to limit the 
usefulness of the country which it 
has blessed for 125 years, and pre- 
vent it from doing its part in saving 
'the world and itself from destruction 
by the obliterating power of modern 
war. I deny it. I deny it with all 
the emphasis possible. I challenge 
the Senators to put their fingers on 
the clauses of the Constitution which 
enforce any such conclusion. 

“Tl affirm that the power of the 
Government of the United States to 
make an agreement to submit all 
differences to arbitration and to 
abide the award that arises from its 
inherent power as a sovereign is 
confirmed by constant precedent 
and treaties for a whole century of 
its history. I assert that the power 
of the Government of the United 
States, through its treaty-making 
branch of Congress, to agree to a 
limitation of armament is as clear 
as it is to make a treaty or legislate 
with respect to any other subject, 
and that the right to exercise that 
power is confirmed by its practice 
100 years old. I assert that the pow- 
er of the United States to impose an 
embargo on the exportation and im- 
portation of goods as between itself 
and an outlaw nation and the author- 
ity to agree to make such an em- 


bargo in the event of a described con- 


tingency are fully vested in the Gov- 
ernment of the United States through 
its treaty-making branch and its 
Congress. 

“The Supreme Court of the United 
States has decided over and over 
again that the treaty-making power 
of the Government includes the right 
to bind the Government to a contract 
with other nations upon any subject 
matter which is normally and usu- 
ally included in treaties between na- 
tions.

ORE ADVERTISING is done in 

America than in any other 
country. And it is generally con- 
ceded that America has made more 
progress than any other country in 
the intelligent use of it. 


What has been responsible for this 
development? 


How can the forces thus responsi- 
ble be so understood and utilized as 
to insure even greater progress in 
the future than in the past? 


Large-scale production has been con- 
spicuous in America. The manufac- 
ture of commodities in vast quantities 
and at a reduction in cost, brought 
them within the financial reach of a 
greatly increased number of people. 
Applied to transportation, the same 
large-scale operations brought all the 
markets.of the nation within the man- 
ufacturers’ reach. 


From 1860 to 1917 the population 
of the United States increased from 
31,000,000 to 103,000,000. Manufac- 
turing increased enormously. During 
the period of industrial expansion fol- 
lowing the Civil War, it was necessary 
to do little more iin make products 
and transport them to the centers of 
population in order to dispose of them 
at a good profit. Business concerned 
itself: primarily with finance and pro- 
duction. 


Expansion Checked 


But by the time this period had reached its height, 
conditions had changed. The expatision of the 
markets was not keeping pace with the possible 
expansion of manufacturing. And not even the natu- 
ral increase in population, though augmented by 
immigration, could keep up with the factory output. 
Supply became greater than demand. Business was 
checked, not by the lack ofa potential market, but by 
the right means to develop it. 


And so manufacturers began, in the latter part of 
the century, to apply themselves to the problem of 
large-scale selling. 


As business first applied itself to finance and pro- 
duction, improvements in both these phases of it 
came more rapidly than in selling. Up tothis time 
the machinery for selling, with few exceptions, con- 
sisted of salesmen, jobbers and retailers. Beyond the 


* force. of. advertis- 


retailer the manufacturer had no means of carrying 
the advantages of his product to the consumer. The 
retailer, on the other hand, could individually do 
almost nothing in the way of educating the public. 
He did not have the facilities, nor did the sale of 
any single commodity justify any great amount of 
educational work. 


To increase consumption the consumer had to be 
reached. In proportion as standards of living could 
be raised, markets for existing commodities could be 
extended. And a sale for new commodities could 
be established as soon as their advantages were under- 
stood by the consumer, 


America’s Solution 
Advertising was the solution of this problem of large- 
scale selling. The means of reaching the consumer 
were at hand. Newspapers, magazines, farm, trade 
and religious pa- 


markets could be reached, together with a thorough 
technical training necessary for their use. 


It was evident that this in itself was an undertaking 
which called for organization and specialization. Such 
specialization was possible only for those who could 
apply their entire time to the study of advertising, 
and through constant contact with a variety of prob- 
lems acquire the necessary experience and judgment. 
The advertising agency afforded the necessary organ- 
ization and by serving a number of clients was able 
to render service at a fraction of the cost that would 
be required to maintain an organization working on 
a single problem. 


The first agents were, in general, broad-minded, 
practical business men. But their success was largely 


a matter of individual ability. Organized method 
was needed. It be- 


pers, theatre pro- 
grams, direct mail, 
street cars, posters 
and painted signs 
enabled the manu- 
facturer to carry 
his message to 
every possible 
user. 


Proprietary medi-

Task a Complex One. 


“The conference seems to you 
to go slowly; from day to day, 
in Paris it seems to go slowly; 
but I wonder if you realize the 
complexity of the task which it 
has undertaken. It seems as if 
the settlements of this war af- 
fect, and affect directly, every 
great, and I sometimes think 
every small nation in the world, 
ahd no one decision, can pru- 
dently be made which is not 
properly linked in with the 
great series of other decisions 
which must accompany it.

the eyes of men who plead for 
down-trodden people whom they 
were privileged to speak for, but 
they were not the tears of an- 
guish, they were the tears of 
ardent hope. 

“And I don’t see how any man 
can fail to have been subdued 
by these pleas, subdued to this 
feeling, that he was not there to 
assert an individual judgment of 
his own, but to try to assist the 
case of humanity. 

“And in the midst of it all 
every interest seeks out, first of 
all, when it reaches Paris, the 
representatives of the United 
States. Why? Because, and I 
think I am stating the most 
wonderful fact in history—be- 
cause there,is no nation In Eu- 
rope that suspects the motives 
of the United States. 

Would Have Nation Deserve It. 

“Was there ever so wonderful 
a thing seen before? Was there 
ever any fact that so bound the 
nation that had won that esteem 
forever to deserve it? 

“I would not have you un- 
derstand that the great men who 
represent the other nations there 
in conference are disesteemed by

And when they saw that 
America not only held ideals, 
but acted ideals, they were con- 
verted to America and became 
firm partisans of those ideals. 

I met a group of scholars 
when I was in Paris—some gen- 
tlemen from one of the Greek 
universities who had come to 
see me, and in whose presence, 
or rather in the presence of 
those traditions of: learning, I 
felt very young indeed. I told 
them that I had one of the de- 
lightful revenges that sometimes 
comes to a man. All my life I 
had heard men speak with a 
Sort of condescension of ideals 
and of idealists, and particular- 
ly those separated, encloistered 
persons whom they choose to 
term academic, who were in the 
habit of uttering ideals in the 
free atmosphere when they clash 
with nobody in particular. 
lias Had Sweet Revenge. 
‘And I say I have had this 
Sweet revenge. Speaking with 
perfect frankness in the name of 
the people of the United States, 
I have uttered as the objects of 
this great war ideals and noth- 
ing but ideals and the war has 
been won by that inspiration. 
Men were fighting with tense 
muscle and lowered head unt!] 
they came to realize those things, 
feeling they were fighting for 
their lives and their country, 
and when these accents of what 
it was all about reached them 
from America they lifted their 
heads, they raised their eyes to 
heaven, when they saw men in 
khaki coming across the sea in 
the spirit of crusaders, and thev 
found that these were strange 
men, reckless of danger not only, 
but reckless because they seemed 
to see something that made that 
danger worth while. Men have 
testified to me in Europe that 
our men were possessed . by 
something that they could only 
call a religious fervor. They 
were not like any of the other 
solé@éers. They had a _ vision, 
they had a dream, and they were 
fighting in the dream, and, 
fighting in the dream _ they 
turned the whole tide of battle 
and it never came back. 

“One of our American humor- 
ists, meeting the criticism that 
American soldiers were not 
trained long enough, said: ‘It 


up to make men free and we did 
not confine our conception and 
purpose to America, and now we 
will make men free. If we did 
not do that the fame of America 
would be gone and all her 
powers would be dissipated. She 
then would have to keep her 
power for those narrow, selfish, 
provincial purposes which seem 
so dear to some minds that have 
no sweep beyond the nearest ho- 
rizon. I should welcome no 
sweeter challenge than that. I 
have fighting blood in me, and 
it is sometimes a delight to let it 
have scope, but if it is a chal- 
lenge on this occasion it will be 
an indulgence. Think of the 
picture, think of the utter black- 
ness that would fall on the world. 
America has failed! America 
made a little essay at generosity 
and then withdrew. America 
said: ‘We are your friends,’ but 
it was only for today, not for to- 
morrow. American said: ‘Here 
is our power to vindicate right,’ 
and then the next day said: ‘Let 
right take care of itself and we 
will take care of ourselves.’ 
America said: ‘We set up a light 
to lead men along the paths of 
liberty, but we have lowered it. 
It is intended only to light our 
own path. We set up a great 
ideal of liberty and then we said: 
‘Liberty is a thing that you must 
win for yourself. Do not call 
upon us.’ And think of the world 
that would leave. Do you real- 
ize how many new nations are 
going to be set up in the pres- 
ence of old and powerful nations 
in Europe and left there, if left 
to us, without a_ disinterested 
friend? 


“Do you believe in the. Polish 
cause, as I do? Are you going 
to set up Poland, immature, in- 
experienced, as yet unorganized, 
and leave her with a circle of 
armies around her? Do you be- 
lieve in the aspiration of the 
Czecho-Slovaks and the Jugo- 
Slavs as I do? Do you know 
how many Powers would be 
quick to poupce upon them if 
there were not the cuarantees 
of the world behind their lib- 
erty ? 

Where War’s Burden Falls. 

“Have you thought of the suf- 
fering of Armenia’? You poured 
out your money to help succor 
the Armenians after they suf- 
fered; now set your strength so 
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“The arrangements of the 
present peace cannot stand a 
generation unless they are guar- 
anteed by the united forces of 
the civilized world. And if we 
do not guarantee them, cannot 
you not see the picture? Your 
hearts have instructed you 
where the burden of this war 
fell. It did not fall upon the na- 
tional treasuries, it did not fall 
upon the instruments of admin- 
istration, it did not fall upon the 
resources of the nations. It fel] 
upon the victims’ homes every- 
where, where women were foil- 
ing in hope that thelr men 
would come back. 

“When I think of the homes 
upon which dull despair would 
settle were this great hope dis- 
appointed, I should wish for my 
part never to have had Americ: 
play any part whatever in this 
attempt to emancipate. the 
world. But I talk as if there were 
any question. I have no more 
doubt of the verdict of America 
in this matter than I have doubt 
of the blood that is in me. 

“And so, my fellow citizens, I 
have come back to report prog- 
ress, and * do not believe that 
the progress is going to stop 
short of the goal. The nations 
of the world have cet their heads 
now to do a great thing, and 
they are not going to slacken 
their purpose. And when I speak 
of the nations of the world I do 
not speak of the Governments of 
the world. I speak of the peo- 
ples who constitute the nations 
of world. They are in the sad- 
dle and they are going to ses to 
it that if their present Govern- 
ments do not do their will, some 


other governments shall. And° 


the secret )s out and the present 
Governments know it. 


Seeing Eye to Eye. 
“There is a great deal of har- 
mony to be got out of common 


knowledge. There is a great 
deal of sympathy to be go: out 
of living in the same atmosphere 
and, except for the difference of 
languages, which puzzled my 
American ear very sadly, I could 
have believed I was at home in 
France or in Italy or in Engiand 
when I was on the streets, when 
I was in the presence of the 
crowds, when I was in great 
halls where men were gathered 
together irrespective of class. I

home there as I do here, but I 
felt that now at any rate, after

the air, men were seeing eye to 
eye everywhere and that these 
were the kind of folks who 
would understand what the kind 
of folks at home would under- 
stand and that they were think- 
ing the same things. 

“I feel about you as I am re- 
minded of a story of that excel- 
lent wit and good artist, 
Oliver Herford, who one day, 
sitting at luncheon at his club, 
was. slapped vigorously on the 
back by a man whom he did not 
know very well. He said: ‘Oli- 
ver, old boy, how are you?’ He 
looked at him rather coldly. He 
said: ‘I don't know your name, 
I don’t know your face, but your 
manners are very familiar.’ And 
I must say that your manners 
are very familiar, and, let me 
add, very delightfui. 

“It is a great comfort for one 
thing to realize that you all un- 
derstand the language I am 
speaking A friend of mine 
said that to talk through an in- 
terpreter was like witnessing 
the compound fracture of an 
idea. But the beauty of it is that 
whatever the impediments of the 
channel of communication, the 
idea is the same; that it gets 
registered, and it gets regis- 
tered in responsive hearts and 
receptive purposes. 

“TIT have come back for a 
strenuous attempt to transact 
business for a little while in 
America, but I have really come 
back to say to you, in all sober- 
ness and honesty, that I have 
been trying my best to speak 
your thoughts. 

Is “A Typical American.” 

“When I sample myself, |! 
think I find that I am a typical 
American, and if I sample deep 
enough, and get down to what 
is probably the true stuff of a 
man, then I have hope that it is 
part of the stuff that is like the 
other fellow's at home. 

“And therefore, probing deep 
in my heart and trying to see 
the things that are right without 
regard to the things that may be 
debated as expedient, I feel that 
I am interpreting the purpose 
and the thought of America. and 
in loving America I find I have 
joined the great majority of my 
fellow-men throughout the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Thou- 
sands of public school teachers are 
exempt from income taxes on their 
salaries as teachers, according to an 
explanation today by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau in clarafication of 
its recent announcement that salaries 
of all officers and employes of state, 
county, city or other municipal or 
local governments are not taxable. 
It was explained that this applies to 
teachers, providing they receive pay 
from a public source and not from 
a private school.

5 BILLS IN MISSOURI SENATE 
DEALING WITH SOLDIER STATUS 


One Provides a Revolving Fund for 
Purchase of Small Farms—Bill 
for Increasing Pay of Judges. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25.— 
Five bills having to do with return- 
ing Missouri soldiers and one with 
salaries of Circuit Judges and Judges 
of the criminal .court were ordered 
on the Senate calendar’ without 
changes yesterday. 

A, bill by Senator Duncan pro- 
Vvides* for a constitutional amend- 
b ments with’ a revolving fund to aid 


‘soldiers in purchasing small farms. 
‘Senator Bowker was the author of | 
the other soldier bill, one setting | 
aside $25,000 for the purchase of |! 
medals for Missouri soldiers, sailors | 
and marines; another appropriating 

25,000 for the erection of a monu- 
ment in France for fallen American 
soldiers and for markers for graves; 
one creating a commission of the 
Adjutant-General and State Labor 
Commissioner to obtain employment 
for returning soldiers, and the fourth 
aiding cities and towns in establish- 
ing memorials by matching, with 
State funds, any fund of not less than 
$250 nor more than $1000. 

The Circuit Court bill is by Sena- 
tors Casey and Green of Kansas City, 
providing for the creation of a board 
of paroles constituted by the Judges 
of the criminal and circuit courts, 
providing salary increases of $3000 
for the former and $2500 for the lat- 
ter.

A breach of those provisions of the 
school law which forbid a member being 
interested, directly or indirectly, in a 
contract with the board, is a matter that 
cannot be easily and safely evaded; but 
the moving; consideration in the selec- 
tion of an officer or employe of the board 
may be such a subjective matter as to be 
utterly beyond progf or regulation, ex- 
cept through a member’s oath and his 
conscientious observance of the pledge 
he thereby gives. 

Some of us well remember the scan- 
dalous conditions that induced the late 
Prof. Woodward, Edward C. Eliot, and 
others to draft and procure the adoption 
of our present school law in 1897, and 
later {ts nonpartisan administration, 
which both parties then agreed upon, 
end which was strictly adhered to for a 
number of years.

HIGNTY (AND THE LEAGUE. 


Senator Reed’s five objections to the League of Na- 


tions may be boiled down to one simple proposition with 
several corollaries, viz; that the United States will be 
controlled by the league and whoever controls the league 
‘will control the world. He surmises that Britain will 
control the league, and if Britain loses control the Ger- 
manic Powers will probably seize it. 

These objections summarize practically all the objec- 
tions. The impairment of the sovereignty of the United 
‘States in some points under league contro! is the prin- 
cipal theme. 

Assuming that we modify our sovereign right to gain 
a desirable end, what do we surrender? 

What fs the purpose of the modified control to which 
we submit ourselves? 

The purpose of the League of Nations is to guar- 


law and arbitration that promote just. dealing and check 
unjust aggression and the rule of might. Its purpose 
is to establish law and substitute reason and arbitration 
for the sword. : 

What sovereign right do we surrender in joining the 
league and co-operating with other nations for this just 
purpose?

Are we unwilling to submit to control, in which we 
voluntarily and fully participate and the sole purpose of | 
which is to restrain national greed, injustice and im- 
perial ambition? Did we not fight to ges teh these evils 
as international menaces? 

In all organized society, under all forms of govern- 
ment, no matter how free, there must be some surrender 
of individual liberty to protect the rights of all and to 
establish just and harmonious relationships. Law pre- 
sumes a surrender of individual freedom of action for 
the common good. This is the theory of our own gov-|. 
ernment, in which the people make their own laws. 

The objections of Senator Reed and his associates are 
antique and stale. The battle between unrestricted in- 
dividual liberty and sovereignty and the restraint of law 


was fought out when society was first organized. It was 
fought out by the American people when the Federal |

More than a score of persons have been placed under 
arrest in the.Hast charged with plotting violence to Mr. 
Wilson. Those responsible for the safety of the Presi- 
dent in a time like this cannot afferd to take any chances 
with enemies of society whose particular obsession takes 
the form ef plotting harm to men in public life. When 
just cause is found for suspecting evil intentions, the 
common Way is to place the suspects under restraint 
until the opportunity for attack has passed. So we may 
hope that most, if not all, of those arrested will be able 
to show their innocence of any wrongful purpose. 

As evidence, however, that the guardians of the Presi- 
dent are vigilant and that no reasonable safeguard for 
his protection is neglected; the arrests will help to allay 
a public ‘anxiety that has frequently found expression in 
past days. That such an attack as was recently made on 
the French Premier should be successful against any 
‘of the great figures charged with accountability for the 
peace arrangements of the future would be a crime of 
unspeakable proportions.

WAR CAUSED BY ARMAMENTS. 

From the London Nation. 

ET it be clearly and uncompromis- 

ingly said the cause of war is arma- 
ments. Not disputes. Disputes can be 
scttled otherwise than by arms, and 
would be, if that way were not open. But 
with the nations armed to the teeth 
every dispute is a menace of war, and the 
menact at last produces the war. The 
Kaiser, we say, made this war in August, 
1914. But he could only make it be- 
cause the accumulated armaments were 
there, on both sides of all frontiers, and 2 
word sufficed to set them in motion. A 
spark can create an explosion to destroy 
a wall, but only if the powder or the 
dynamite is there. If Hurope had heen 
disarmed in 1914 the war could not have 


been. An obvious truth, but one of which 


men have hardly begun to perceive the 
implications. 

Take another example. This country 
has: had with the United States, since 
1816, a series of disputes any one of 
which, as likely as not, would have 
caused war in Europe. Why did they not 
cause it in America? Because the fron- 
tier was not armed. Imagine a Canadian 
army of millions confronting along those 
3000 miles an ‘American army of mil- 
lions; imagine fleets of battleships on the 
lakes, and should we have arbitrated the 
Newfoundland fisheries, the Alaskan or 
the Venezuelan boundaries? No. Fear 
on both sides, if not aggression on one, 
would have precipitated a conflict. 

“There are issues which men will never 
consént to arbitrate.” There may be. 
That is a statement no one can confi- 
dently deny. But the “acid test” of such 
an issue would be the fact that men 
would create armaments in order to fight 
it out. Nothing can prevent them from 
coing so, as the Northern and the South- 
ern states created armies in 1860. But 
our main point is not affected thereby. 
Most wars have not been due to such 
insensitive causes and would not have 
teen fought if the armaments had not 
been ready. Disarm and you have not 
indeed made war impossible, but you 
have put between you and it the most 
fcrmidable obstacle that can be erected. 

This truth is simple, obvious, unas- 
sailable. Yet it will not easily make 
lLeadw@y. It hag to encounter a tre- 
mendous resistance of habit and senti- 
ment. It is these rather than bad will 
stand between mankind and its peace. 
And, unfortunately, of these the men of 
educated and trained intelligence are the 
chief exponents. Their education has 
been based on the past, and it has made 
them blind to the future. That is why 
the working class, in spite of the igno- 
rance alleged against them, are better 
judges and guides than professors and 
Giplomats and foreign office clerks. 
Where the workers are weak is in their 
sentimentality. They will cheer one day 
an out-and-out pacifist, and the next an 
crator of the navy league. But at least 
their minds are not embedded in the his- 
tory and politics ofa dead world. They
